CONVENTION

Important Recommendations Made
by the Legislative Committee,

By Fxelusive Wire from The Associnted Prosa,

Chleago, Nov. 21.—8everal important
recommendations were made by the
legisintive committee at today’s sesslon
of the National Good Roads conven-
tion. The report, which was present-
ed shortly after President Moore had
called the convention to order, made
the following recommendations;

Firat, that a highway commissioner
be appointed by each slate to have
charge of all ronds; second, that the
poll tax be abolished and all taxes for
road maintainence be paid in cash,
This Includes the repeal of the statule
labor laws. Third, that a state road
plan be adopted In all states, including
the employment of convict labor In
preparation of matevials for roads,
President Moore, speaking in support
of the lust recommendation, said:

“That the farmers of this country,
though owning lesg thun one-filth of
the propevty ol the country, huve up
to this time pald all the expenses of
rouds for all the people, except in three
or four stutes,

“We belleve,” said Mr. Moore," thit
these expenses should be equalized and
the people of the cities should give
thelr Just shave,”

A committes was appointed by Peesl-
dent Moore to draft & bill outlinfng
the suggestions of the leglslative con,-
mittee, This, after open debate by the
convention, will be completed ami zant
o thirty-six legialatures In the ["niteq
States which meet in January
